Coolidge has done •well. He has played his hand 


with exactness and has profited. Ford is for Cool- 
idge for president and Coolidge is for the sale of the 


Muscle Shoals site—and Ford is the 
only bidder. 


All of which may work out well for all concerned. 


So far, wo have taken Into consideration only the 


convention possibilities oi the president. They are 
good, couldn't be brighter just now. And without a 
doubt he \viii DO nominated. 


Then comes the election. Things are not so rosy 


when that is considered.

have great faith in formaldehyde as 
a deodorant. 
I have used this pro- 


duct for many years with excellent 
results but have used a much weak- 
r solution than you advised. 
The 


one to eight solution that you 
sug- 


:estcd burned and blistered my feet 
causing them to peel badly. I have 
"ound that a one to 32 solution ia 
more suitable for my skin. 


''My experience tolls me that much 


of this offensive odor comes 
from 


he accumulation of effete matter or 
odors in the lining of the shoes. To 
remedy this I pour a cupful of tho 
1-33 solution into the shoe, shako 
it around for half a minute to thoro- 
'y wet the entire lining, then pour 
it out into the other shoe and treat 
ikewise, then pour off and Set the 
shoes away to dry for 24 hours. This 
has pioved very effective. 


"You advise sprinkling boric acid 


powder into the shoes. 
This is a 


constituent of foot powders, but has 
never been satisfactory to me. One 
day in desperation I took the plain 
ale powder which I use for dusting 
my tire casings, and apllied It lib- 
erally to the inside of my sfroes and

absorbent, deoderant or disinfectant,

a perservative. Formalin (the offic- 
ial medical name for it is liquor for- 
maldehydi) is a 37 per cent solu- 
tion of the gas formaldehyde in wat- 
er, colorless with a pungent odor; 
in the pure state it is a custic. A 
special polymerized preparation of 
it known as paraform coiriea in pas- 
tilles which are u«°d in a lamp to 
generate foritaldehyde gas for dtt- 
infecting and 
deodorizing 
a room 


and its contents. The gas generates 
fabrics without injuring them 
nor 


destroying their color; it Is far less 
posonous than some 
other 
disin- 


fectants so used. 


The strength ot the dilution I sug- 


gested, one to eight, may 
be too 


great for some skins, as I explained 
at the time, but even stronger solu- 
tions are often advantageous!/ used, 
merely sponged or painted upon tha 
soles and the paces between the toes 
and allowed to dry, onca in a week 
perhaps. In using a formalin solu- 
tion care should be taken, to keep it 
off the fingers—a brush or a swal 
of cotton on a stick is handy to ap 
ply it with 
A one to 32 solution i 


made by placing about a tablespoon- 
ful of the official or pure formalin 
(liquor mormaldhyde) in a pint bot- 
tle and filling it up with water.

Ohio Power Co, Presents Film 


Before Lima People 


Daring the past week an interest- 


ing four-reel motion picture entitled, 
"Electrified Ohio" has been exhibited 
in Lima to civic organizations by the 
Ohio Power Co., showing the extent 
and diversity of services rendered by 
the company to more than SO cities in 
the state. 


The story1 of the film is in the na- 


ture of a trip about the state, begin- 
ning on tEe Ohio river at the Wind- 
sor power plant which generates the 
power for the eastern Ohio lines of 
the company and follows the lines of 
the company thruout the state show- 
ing some of the 
diversified uses of 


electricity furnished 
to light cities, 


homes, business places and turn the 
wheels of industry. 


The picture is especially interesting 


to those prominent in the develop- 
ment of Lima as considerable space is 
devoted to the uses of electricity at 
the Lima Locomotive works, the Lima 
Woolen mills and the Deisel-*Wemmev 
cigar factory from the electric cranes 
used in hoisting heavy locomotives to 
the operation of intricate machinery 
used in the manufacture of cigars to 
the weaving of blankets.

It is claimed that larvae of the 


gypsy moth are to be found in the 
Canadian trees and that the protec- 
tion of growing crops demands that 
all fir trees be kept out of the state. 


Trees from New England, a gyp 


moth infested 
region, are already 


barred from Ohio, the unsympathetic 
scientists point out in urging that the 
Canadian trees also be excluded. 


So it is, if Ohio lawmakers are will- 


ing, Christmas trees will be a thing 
of the past in Ohio unless home pro- 
duction can be increased on the farms 
of the state.

pn an automobile paint jab, proved 


that the strength of the sulphuric 
acid contained in the 
fire

guishing chemical 
had

effect 


whatsoever. 
After it was rubbed 


off and the side of the car polished, 
no 
damage was noted. Muriatic 


acid, also, was put on the paint but 
likewise failed to mar it 


"1 didn't believe a paint was made 


that 
would 
withstand 
sulphuric 


acid," Mr, Thornberg said after the 
test. "I have seen the surfaces of 
many paints curl up under an acid 
test. The coloring materials used In 
paints are usually composed of pul- 
verized bits of oxodlzed metals and 
minerals. Because of thjs oxygen 
base they are very susceptible 
to 


acid. I never saw anything like this 
n my life and did not know such a 
thing was possible." 


The acid discharged from the fire 


extinguisher was so strong that it 
left scars on the enamel Of Jhe car 
'n several spots.

After it was rubbed 


off and the side of the car polished, 
no damage was noted. Muriatic 
acid, also, was put on the paint but 
likewise failed to mar it. 


"I didn't believe a paint was made 


that 
would 
withstand sulphuric 


acid," Mr. Thornberg said after the 
test. "I have seen the surfaces of 
many paints curl up under an acid 
test. The coloring materials used in 
paints are usually composed of pul- 
verized bits of oxodlzod metals and 
minerals. Because of thjs oxygen [ 
h.i^e they are very susceptible to | 
acid. I never saw anything like this 
in my life and did not know such a 
thing was possible." 


The acid discharged from the fire 


extinguisher was so strong that It 
left scars on the enamel of £h» car 
in several spots.

Embassy by the then Ambassador McCor-

She was 
none other than the Countess Elizabeth 
de Merenborg, sister-in-law of the Grand 
Duke Michael, the sou of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas,-uncle of the Czar. 


St. Petersburg1 buzzed with this ro- 
mance. But it was vrry short-lived, for 
the Grand Duke Michael and the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, to zz^' no'hing of the 
Czar, frownn-5 upon a marriage between 
a member of the royal family and a 
commoner. 
And that was the end of 


that. 


The favorite indoor sport of the period 


seems to have been trying to get Spencer 
Eddy married. 
He was next reported 


engaged to the bcaut'ful daughter of 
John G. A. Irishman, wbo bv! ir-.a;!a 
rnany millions as one of Andrew Carne- 
gie's partners and then became Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey 
Then came a report that Eddy wan U, 


mick. Mr Eddy waltzed so vigorously that marry Princess Stephanie de Croy, whcrn 


ho had first mot in Paris and then at 
Nice. But that fe!! through, too. 


About this time, the beautiful Lurline 


Spreckels had gone abroad with her 
father. They visited St. Petersburg and 
the- California, heiress renewed her ac- 
quaintance with the handsome «•"<' popu- 
lar young diplomat, tho reigning1 social 
aciination of Europe. They had met sev- 
eral times in Chicapo and Washington. 
There was a whirl-wind courtship and 
they were married in Paris in 1906. 


Soon u'lf-r the wadding, Mr. Eddy waa 


transferred to Berlin aa charge d'affaires, 
where he remained one year. Then he 
was promoted to the ambassadorial ranks 
and sent to the Argentine Republic. 
From that post ho was advanced to 
Ambassador to Roumania, Serbia and 
Bulgaria, 


It waa while he was at Bucharest, in 


1909, that Mr. Eddy sent in his resiKna- 
tion to the State Department 
Mrs. 
Eddy, it was said, had wearied of such ' 
fr^ciiicnt changes of address, even though 
rach oi"c brought a promotion for her 
husband. 


After his resignation was accepted, the 


Eddys wont to Paris and there they have 
since resided. 
Through the World War, 


he was a lieutenant commander of the 
L". S. Naval Reserve Force and saw active 
service. 


During his few visits to bis native Ian«T 


in recent years, Mr. Eddy has spent most 
of his time cither at Palm Beach or New-
